By an order issued yesterday by Rear 
Adm iral Sampson it has been merged 
into the fleet under the adm iral. 
The 
order caused considerable surprise on 
board the Brooklyn, w hich has been the 
flagship of the flying squadron, w here 
it was supposed the squadron would re­ 
m ain intact at least until the fall of 
{Santiago de Caba. 
Commodore Schley has been assigned 
to com m and the second squadron a t­ 
tached to Admiral Sam pson's fleet. 
From tw o Cuban officers picked up 
by the Yixeu it has been learned that 
G eneral 
Pa ado is m oving eastw ard 
from M anzanillo w ith 8,700 
Spanish 
troops, for the purpose of assisting the 
beleagured city of Santiago de Cuba. 
The C ubans had come to Aserrac rus 
in sm all boats w ith dispatches from 
G eneral Rios for Adm iral Sampsou aud 
G eneral Rabi. 
They report that G en­ 
eral Pando has w ith him seven b attal­ 
ions (n u m b erin g 8,700 m en), w ith cattle 
and a pack train w ith provisions. 
He 
left M anzanillo, province of Santiago 
de Cuba, on June 22, to relieve General 
Linares. 
The Spaniards were moving 
at the rate of 12 miles a day when the 
messengers left and, at their present 
speed, it is expected they will reach 
Santiago de Cuba next Sunday, July 3.
